Provincial poultry officials under 
whose care the egg-laying contest is 
being conducted have given out the 
following report ‘for the, month end- 
ing April 15:

out horns. 

3. That except as described or re-. 
stricted by this by-law or any oth-. 
by-laws of the Rural Municipality of 
Montgomery, No. 458, it shall be 
lawful for animals to run at large 
within the said Municipality and no 
person shall be liable to:an actilon 
for trespassing in respect of any ani- 
mal at larye under the provisions of 
the by-law. 

4. Any animal found trespassing 
upon any land or premises, enclosed 
by a lawful fence shall be liable to 
be impounded by the owner or occu-; 
pant of such lan or his servant, or 
other person and such animal may 
be sold under the provisions of tho 
by-law respecting Pounds and Pound 
keepers unless the damage caused 
by such animal so trespassing andj 
the expens2s of impounding same and 
lawful fees be paid sooner.

WHAT THE RED CROSS DOES 
FOR THE PRISONERS OF WAR 


5 


The misfortune of the prisoners of 
war is both sgiritual and material 
or physical. He suffers some of the 
pernicious effects of a prison sentence 
—the mental lassitude and depression 
of confinement and isolation from his 
kith and kin. In addition helis  of- 
ten badly clothed, lodged ‘and fed. 
He is forced to accept a very low 
standard of living, and is like a man 
plunged into hopeless and squalid 
poverty. From certain points of 
view he is the most tragic of all the 
war's victims. 

The Canadian Red Cross

mental and moral deterioration. It 
Keeps him in physical health by con- 
stant supplies of nutritious food. 
Up to the end of December over $20,- 
000 had been spent by the Canadian 
Red Cross in sending food parcels 
from Switzerland.’ The public inter- 
est in this work isso great that 
further contributions of $12,000 were 
received during January. Ail through 
Canada the various branches of the 
Red Cross are each doing their bit 
for the prisoners of war. 

There are 1400 Canadian prisoners. 
To 491 of these the Red Cross is 
sending money on behulf of persons 
who have ‘‘adopted’”’ them. The ‘‘a- 
dopters’” make themselves responsible 
for the maintenance of the prisoners 
they adopt, and provide money for 
regular parcels. There are 374 other 
prisoners who reccive maintenance 
from persons who act on their own 
initiative, but keep the Red Cross 
informed of all their consignments. 

It must not be imagined that the 
prisoner of war is penniless. He has 
arrears of pay from his own govern- 
ment and is entitled to a regular al- 
lowance from the ‘German govern- 
ment, and with the approval of the 
Canadian government, our Red Cross 
has sent a card to all Canadian pris- 
oners asking them to assign ten 
shillings of their pay to the Canad- 
ian Red Cross to cover part of the 
cost of food supplies’ forwarded to 
them. Five-sixths of replies received 
so far have been in the affirmative. 

There is now no need for any Ca- 
nadian to go hungry. The Canadian 
Red Cross has indeed successfully 
solved a very difficult problem. It 
has secured for our ptisoners_ privil- 
eges which at first seemed impossi- 
ble to secure. By keeping our pris- 
oners in good health and good spir- 
its it is saving many valwable lives 
for further usefulness in Canada.
